All three proposed millages in the Crawford 
AuSable School District were defeated in the 
election held on Monday. 

A lighter than expected number of voters turned 
Gui ai tire polis to Cast tneir ballots tor the election 
of three new board members and leave the future of 
the school system in limbo until the board 
convenes and decides what course of action it will 
take. Funds are available to run the school system 
through the summer but not into the fall. 

Millage proposal one to renew the operating 
millage went down by. a six vofe margin with the 
finai iotai being 944 against and 938 in favor. 

Proposal 2 for maintaining current instruction 
programs and additional funds for textbooks and 
suppiies as well as extracurricular was defeated by 
totals of 1217 to 618 votes. 

Proposal 3 for physical education instructors in 
the middie and elementary schools and to replace 
teacher aids was defeated with totals of 1287 to 556 
votes. 

Elected to the four-year terms were William 
Duane Sloan and Mickey Perez. Winner of the 
two-year term of office was Bernadine Dosch. 
Incumbent James Kolka was defeated. 

School superintendent Fraser Dean said “| am 
really surprised that the millage renewal did not go 
through. | gave the people here more credit than 
thai.” 

He said funds were available to run the schoo! 
programs already planned for this summer since 
those funds are in this years budget. He said the 
next board meeting will be held on June 20 with the 
members of the old board and the board will 
have their first meeting probably in July.

Investigate Arson in Forest Fires 


The investigation of several fires set by an arsonist in Kalkaska 


County is continuing but no arrests have been made yet according 
to local officials nf the Mept of Natural Resources (DNA). 

A series of fires last week caused damage tu abuul 25 acres of 
forest in the southeastern area of that county iast week says Duane 
Brooks, the DNR's fire chief at Grayling. He said matches were 
found at several spots in Garfield Township. 

In addition, he said, fuel oil was apparently used to set fire toa 
smalt hunting cabin just over the Missaukee County line. The 
privately-owned cabin suffered severe interior damage. 

No arrests were made, but a major investigation was begun by 
the Kalkasky County Shariff's Depi. and Slale Police from the 
Houghton Lake post. 

Those investigations are continuing with some clues found but 
no arrests made said Brook's on Monday. 

He added that so far there have been no major fires in Crawford 
Gounty bul added tai there was still a iong tire season to go. He 
asks that local canoers and campers maintain their vigilant efforts 
to control fires and observe all safety precautions while traveling in 
the forest areas.

The 
tours leave daily from the Dept. 
of Natural Resources Field 
office in Grayling cr as some 
people call it “the fish hatch- 
ery.” 

“So far over 250 people have 
taken the tour. Last year over 
1.000 attended. The weekends 
are the busiest time so local 
people may choose to go on a 
weekday instead.” 

She mentioned some of the 
places people have come from 
this year for tours.

in which the warblers neat 
almost exclusively, as well ag 
cowbird trapping in the same 
area. 

Ms. Wooton Is one of the 
people actively invoived in that 
program which is designed to 
eliminate the cowbird from the 
area where the warblers nest. 

“Unfortunately the cowbird is 
prospering at the expense of the 
warbler,” she expiained, 

The Brown-headed Cowbird, 
over many years in the distant 
past, developed the unusual 
behavior of laying its eggs in 
the nests of other species of 
birds. This leaves the host birds 
with the chore of hatching the 
cowbird eggs and rearing thelr - 
young. Through the evolution- 
ary nrareee, tha cawhird hae 
iost all nest tending behavioral 
traits and has become a nesting 
parasite on many species. 

Before white man came here, 
Northern Michigan was not 
within the range of the cow- 
bird. Thus, the Kirtland’s War- 
bler had evolved without the 
prassure of cowbird parasitism. 
‘As land clearing and farming 


- progressed northward in Mich- 


igan, the cowbird spread its 
range into the newly created 
habitat. If has farod well ang 
has adapted to new conditions. 
In doing so, it has found new 
species to foster its young, 
including the Kirtland’s War- 
bler. Not having innate defenses 
against this* parasite like the 
species that evolved with the 
cowbird, the Kirtland's Warbler 
ta an extremely obliging host. 

A newly hatched cowbird is 
larger than the warbler chicks 
cand will get more than its share 
of the food brought to the neat 
by the adult warbiers. With one 
cowbird in a warbler nest, one 
to three of the warbler chicks 
may survive. ii iwo cowbird 
eggs are laid and hatched in a 
warbler nest, none of the 
warbler chicks will survive. 
Those that do hatch will soon 
die since a warbler chick can 
not compete for food with the 
larger cowbird chick. 

Before the trapping began 
and as a direct result of cowbird 
pressure up to 78 percent of the 
Kirtland's eggs In parasitized 
nests failed to produce fledg- 
lings. 

To improve the chances of the 
birds success a pragram of 
trapping and removing the 
cowbirds was begun. About 40 
traps are being used this year to 
eantral the cowbirds Thus tar 
this year over 1,200 cowbirds 
have been trapped in the 
program along with many hun- 
dreds of other birds which are 
aiso caught in the live traps. 
The other species of birds ave, 
banded and released for future} 
information uses says M8, 
Wootton.

Grayling High Exit Interviews 


By Woody Sherman 

Grayling High's Ciass of 77 faced 
“confrontation” with the GHS administration (prior to graduation) 
during the week of May 23. But this one took place informally, on 
good terms, and serving a constructive purpose for both sides. It 
evolved under a Dian first used, officially and in complete form, this 
year at GHS: the concept of “Exit Interviews”. 

The “Exit interview" invoived the meeting of each of this year’s 
graduating senicrs with one of four interviewers-Mr Reynolds 
principat, Mr. Branch, assistant principal, and two counselors, Mr. 
Bovee and Miss Smith. And the purpose? 

“We want to know what our grads are doing,” explains Mr. 
Reynolds. For example, each senior was questioned along the lines 
of his/her employment plans for next year and opinions as to how 
well they fee! Grayling High prepared them for work. They were also 
asked about their plans for further education-whether or not they 
weg planing to alten conege, & trade schee!, otc. And later on, 
in yearly follow up evaluations, how successful they were. In short, 
even though they are leaving GHS, the schoo! still caras about their 
tuiure, and wants to Keep in touch. 

But there was another very important aspect to the “Exit 
eviews”, in which ihe graduates were asked to evaluate the 
school itself: the administration, teaching, counseling, and 
reference services; courses they thought were valuable, those they 
ieii were a wasie Of Tine, and even Suggestions as tc courses they 
considered to be needed, but that weren't offered: valuable 
activities and those that needed to be added or deleted; and the 
overall atmosphere at GHS. Also asked was the all important and 
intimidation question: “If you could make one change what would it 
be?" 

Each student was asked the same questions and had his/her 
school records right there and open tor their reference. 

This is not the end of a one time venture. For one thing, it is 
hoped that this extremely beneficial program can be used yearly 
from now on. But equally important is the fact that each gradyate 
will be asked questions of this type not just once, but a total of five 
times at graduation, and once annually afterwards for four years. 

The info and insight gained from the “Exit Interviews" this year 
will be compiled and analyzed by the administration and teaching 
staff later this summer.

Mind-boggling wages for supermarket 
help is pushing grocery bill higher 


_Wonder why costs keep reaching new 
highs at the supermarkets? Price of 
food is only one of the reasons. 
Consider the payroll. 

A recent settlement announced for 
24,000 supermarket employees in the 
Metropolitan Detroit area is mind-bogg- 
ling to an old fashioned grocery store 
clerk who waited on customers in the 
days when they placed their orders by 
word-of-mouth, and you ran around the 
Store to get each item for them. 

Here's an Associated Press report of 
the settlement: 

“By September of 1979, eligible 
Clerk-cashiers would receive $8.16 an 
hour, if they receive the maximum 
cost-of-living hike. Produce managers 
and clerks-at-large would get $9.16. 
High school students with more than a 
year on the job would get more than $6 
an hour after three years.” 

Five grocery chains...the biggest 
ones, of course...agreed to the settle- 
ment with Retail Clerks Local 876 in 
Detroit. 

No 
wonder supermarket prices keep going 
up, and up, and up. Wages obviously 
are a significant factor.

Campaign hot spot 

Keep an eve on the coming political 
campaign for Mayor of New York City. 
That job is up for grabs in a November 
election this year, and so far 10 
candidates are off and running, 

Mayor Abraham Beame, who has 
presided over New York's financial woes 
for three years now, is running again; 
even as an incumbent, he's no shoo-in. 

It'll be an interesting campaign. Front 
runner, according to early form sheets, 
is former U.S. Rep. Bella Abzug, the 
fiery-tonqued liberal who always wears 
a hat. New York and Ms. Abzug, who 
aiso ran for the Senate last year, and 
lost, probably deserve each other. 

But that’s nat certain, either. At least 
three sitting congressmen, the New 
York secretary of state (running with the 
governor's backing), a radio talk-show 
host, and a prominent black politician, 
Percy Sutton, Manhattan borough pres- 
ident, all are in the field.
